Oat Straw Best, Most 

Nutritious for Stock 

Much straw will go Into the man¬ 
gers. rather than Into the stalls, on 
farms this winter, because of the un¬ 
usual scarcity of hay and the better 
roughages. Feeding straw to live stock 
U not new, however, a* straw has long 
tfen u«ed as roughage for horses, cat 
tie. and sheep. 

A. L. Harvey, animal husbandry dl- ( 
vision, University farm, St. Paul, says • 
the feeding value of straw differs j 
widely. Oat straw Is the best and most j 
nutritious. Its stems are softer and j 
more pliable than those of the other ! 
cereals. Oat straw has about as much | 
total digestible nutrients as corn stov¬ 
er. hut only about one-half ns much 
digestible protein. Harley straw is 
aecond in feeding value, followed by 
wheat and rye straw. 

On farms where hay or corn stover 
Is available as roughage. It would be v 
preferable t*» use the strnw for bedding p 
or to use it in limited amounts as part 
of the roughage for wintering stock. 

On farms where there Is a limited 
amount of hay or corn stover, straw 
can he used successfully as the sole 
roughage.
